Wildcat- Alvin 12/16. 3 Pro- News, Mirror, World Tele- 
gram & Sun- and 4 con- Times, Herald Tribune, Post, Jour - 
nal American- filed on new musical with book by N, Richard 
Nash, music by Cy Coleman,lyrics by Carolyn Leigh, staged 
by Michael Kidd with Lucille Ball, Keith Andes, Edith King , 
Paula Stewart. While all critics literally loved Lucy, only 
three felt she overcame weak material , but most reported 
enthusiasm of first night audience for show, Chapman, News, 
enjoyed Ball, pleasant songs, admirable dancing and nice sup- 
porting cast, Ball's show and she is worth it and more, Cole- 
man, Mirror, approved of Ball of Fire who puts show over 
when she is onstage, tuneful score, singable lyrics, rousing 
dances, noting book was on pedestrian side, Aston, WTS, felt 
music blared too loud, but otherwise was fine with star more 
gorgeous and funny than you could imagine. Dissenter Taub- 
man, Times, did not think production used Ball's full capacity 
as a performer in a show with as much spirit and excitement 
as a tame, old tabby, not radiating much charm or laughter . 
Kerr, Herald Tribune, suspects a stencil of Ball was present- 
ed, not the real lady "in person", in a book with characters 
and atmosphere borrowed from Nash's "The Rainmaker ." 
Watts, Post, and McClain, Journal American, both expressed 
disappointment, Former blamed cumbersome, uninteresting, 
unhumorous book and a surprising lack of imagination by the 
director, latter rated book a new champion in the nothing 
sweepstakes, a TV western assembly line mishmash, 


The Rules of the Game- Gramercy Arts- 12/19, '4 pro- 
Times, Herald Tribune, Post, World Telegram& Sun- and 1 
con- Journal American- filed on first presentation of early 
Lnigi Pirandello comedy in NY, adapted by William Murray, 
presented by Stage Society, directed by E,W. Swackhamer 
with Joanna Merlin, William Windom, Paul Sparer. Affirm- 
ative agreed generally that scriptdid not show Italian author 
at his best, but all praised well-acted, directed production, 
Taubman, Times, recommended fascinating evening of theatre, 
thanks to a fresh, smooth English adaption and a powerfully 
contrelled performance with the required polished profess- 
iongtism. Kerr, Merald Tribune, found it mildly rewarding 
prel@minary exercise okaying male leads but suggesting that 
perhaps Merlin wasn't giving her character quite the sin - 
cerity she deserves, Watts, Post, picked Windom as best of 
trio of leads in primitive, provocative example of Pirandello. 
Aston, WTS, enjoyed thoughtfully entertaining, sharply arrest- 
ing sketch with three good curtain situations, Sole negative 
reviewer, McClain, Journal American, found it more con- 
fusing than entertaining and felt director was at times res- 
tricted to confines of small stage. 


In the Jungle of Cities- Living Theatre 12/20. 4 pro- 
Times, Herald Tribune, Post, World Telegram & Sun-and 
2 con- News, Journal American- filed on new adaptation of 
1923 Bertold Brecht play by Gerhard Neilhaus, presented as 
new repertory production of Living Theatre, directed by, 
Judith Maline with Kligh Dheigh, Jamil Zakkai, Ethel Manuel- 
ian, Fresented on Wed, Sat and Sun evenings only, Pro voters 
expressed diverse opinions on qualities of play , players and 
production , and con voters also split on reasons for vetoing 
it. Taubman, Times, warned in his recommendation that 
playgoers must accept Brecht's "epic theatre" on its own 
terms to find it stimulating. Company leans heavily on fero- 
city of movement, but fails to achieve subtlety in play with 
many bright and shrewd thearical moments, Kerr, Herald 
Tribune, approved of lively translation, company with little 
pretense and great belief in play that will interest the view- 
er inspite of himself, Watts, Post, found the production more 
interesting than the early Brecht play, being vigorous, imag- 
inative, arresting with effective acting that results in a fas- 
cinating theatrical evening. Aston, WTS, praised the stim- 
ulating, impressive event. But Davis, News, panned play, 
and excused players and director, McClain, Journal Amer- 
ican, thought players excellent, but would be fascinating if 
somebody would tell him what it really proves.

PROS & CONS BY TMK 


Critic's Choice is a leisurely moving trade farce that 
has some very funny theatre jokes, a group of clever criti- 
cal quips, a hilarious list of novels no one ever should ( but 
probably will ) make musicals of, and a set of slick, quiet 
comic performances, If there was more of everything it 
would have been a very funny comedy, but jokes and ideas 
are spread very thin on the script's unlikely premise, and 
the author stacking his characters makes the onstage re- 
viewer's family polite but dull,

The Rules of the Game is an Off Broadway polished 
gem of a never locally seen Pirandello script, played and 
directed to exact every twist of wry humor and devious plot, 
presented in a handsome, tiny bandbox set, If the script be 
early "second-rate" Pirandello, no one seems to have told 
the excellent trio of leading players,and the clever, ingen- 
ious stylized direction, makes the three acts continually en- 
tertaining every moment, 


* * 


In the Jungle of Cities is a fascinating Brecht script 
that is only hinted at in the current Living Theatre repert- 
ory production, The power of the theatrical concepts and 
the author's full-blown attack on American business man- 
ners never has a real chance to come alive. The cast mem- 
bers are simply not equipped to handle what should have been 
probably the most exciting play presented in seasons in NYC, 
But even so the production is worth viewing as a reading of 
the seldom seen German playwright. 


Three matinees a week, including Sun matinees, is 
evidentally ready to be tested by some of the longer run 
musicals in the new year, Patience and fortitude, as preach- 
ed by the late Mayor Laguardia, is the mainstay of every 
element of theatre-playwright, players, and playhouse owners. 
Producers must also practice this and give the new scheme 
more than the usual two or three week test. 


* * 


NY's Off Broadway theatre fans are the hardiest breed 
of culture and/or entertainment seekers ever invented. Never 
mind the type and quality of plays they are often subjected to, 
just consider the weather conditions inside the tiny playhouses 
year round, In summer the huge air-conditioning systems cool 
off the playhouses for the intermissions, thanks to the average 
actors demand that he be heard rather than cool, In winter an 
Off Broadway traveler who hasn't developed a severe case of 
pneumonia in the artic cold theatres hasn't really been trying.

Wildcat full page display ads reporting enthusiastic 
response of first nighters to pew musical, a few of the kind 
words from the r eviews without misquoting or even naming 
the critics, and a picture of the line buying tickets the day 
after the opening is simply one example of the type of ads 
that can be used to stimulate business without resorting to 
the tired, misleading "quote" ads, If this type of ad is success- 
ful in selling advance tickets it should encourage others to 
break away from the money wasting "quote" ads which are 
generally agreed to be useless.

Repertory companies as such are obviously not the 
ultimate answer to good theatre. Several recent examples 
of Off Broadway repertory companies show that the major 
ingredient isn't money, but talent. Lazy actors and dir- 
ectors who work continually do not necessarily have to get 
better, though they may not get any worse,
